An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and 

Temperance  Union 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled  by  author¬ 
ity  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sarah  Hayward,  Susan  B.  Holway,  Frances  S.  Kettelle,  Ruth 
Severance,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by  the  name 
of  the  “Ladies’  American  Home-Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,”  to  be 
established  in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Home  and 
a  school,  to  aid  in  the  support  and  education  of  indigent  youth,  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  the  forty- 
fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statues. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  by  purchase,  grant,  devise,  bequest 
or  donation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  hold  the  same  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
and  may  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  according  to  their  description,  provided  that  the 
whole  amount  of  real  and  personal  property  held  and  possessed  by  the  said  corporation 
shall  not  exceed  in  value  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT 

To  Change  the  Name  of  the  “Ladies  American  Home-Education  Society  and  Tem¬ 
perance  Union” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court  assembled  and  by 

the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  “Ladies  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Temperance  Union,” 
a  corporation  established  in  Boston,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  two  hundred  and 
eleven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  shall  be  known  as  the  “Nickerson 
Home  for  Children,”  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 
Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  11,  1880. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST 

I,  A.  B.,  do  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “Nickerson  Home  for  Children,”  the  sum 

Qf  ’ . for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 

Institution,  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  to  the  general  object  of  the 
Home.  And  I  do  direct  that  a  receipt  signed  by  the  President  and  Treasurer  shall  be  a 
sufficient  discharge. 


CONSTITUTION 

Article  1.  This  Home  shall  be  called  the  Nickerson  Home  for 
Children. 

Article  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  home  for  destitute  chil¬ 
dren,  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  from  every  part  of  New  England,  espe¬ 
cially  half  orphans,  when  the  home  is  suddenly  broken  up  by  death  or 
other  causes,  where  they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a  well-regulated 
family,  and  be  instructed,  not  only  physically,  but  intellectually  and 
religiously.  For  the  privilege  of  such  a  home  a  small  board  will  be  required, 
which,  although  not  enough  for  the  child’s  support,  will  serve  to  give  to 
parents  the  feeling  that  he  or  she  is  doing  what  they  can  for  the  support 
of  their  little  ones.  A  limited  number  of  children,  which  will  be  increased 
as  our  means  permit,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Home  free  of  charge.  Parents 
or  friends  may  visit  the  children  at  the  Home,  or  may  remove  them  from 
it  whenever  their  circumstances  will  warrant  their  assuming  their  children’s 
support. 

Article  3.  The  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty-five  dollars  shall 
constitute  a  life  membership. 

Article  4.  The  officers  of  this  Home  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditors,  and  sixteen  Managers. 
Seven  shall  be  chosen  as  Trustees,  of  whom  the  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  shall  constitute  a  part.  At  any  regular  meeting  convened,  any 
number  of  the  officers  and  Managers  present  may  be  competent  to  proceed 
with  the  business  in  thirty  minutes  after  the  appointed  hour,  and  five  may 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  concurrence  with 
the  Committee,  to  call  all  special  meetings,  and  to  preside  at  meetings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  each  of  which  is  to  be  opened  with  prayer.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  at  each  meeting  for  business, 
the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  and  on  special  occasions 
the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  members  of  the  Board  and  shall  assist  in  any 
other  duties  the  Board  of  Managers  may  assign. 

Article  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  money  re¬ 
ceived  and  expended,  and  shall  present  the  bills  due  against  the  Home  at 
each  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  be  approved  by  them  and  signed  by  the 
President,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  give  a  written  report  to  the  Managers. 
Such  assistance  shall  be  allowed  to  the  Treasurer  in  collecting  of  funds,  etc., 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  deem  expedient. 

Article  8.  At  each  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  to  report  to  the  Managers  the  number  of  children  entered  and 
discharged  during  the  month. 

Article  9.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  held  the  first  Thursday 
in  January,  when  the  officers  shall  be  chosen.  These  offices  will  only  be 
held  by  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  An  Annual  Report 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented,  the  report  from  the 
Board  of  Managers  read,  vacancies  upon  the  Board  filled  and  such  other 
business  transacted  as  shall  come  before  them.  Meetings  of  the  Managers 
are  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month. 

Article  10.  At  each  monthly  meeting  two  Managers  for  the  month 
shall  be  appointed  to  inspect  the  Home,  as  regards  furnishings,  cleanliness 
and  sanitary  conditions,  and  make  a  verbal  report  of  such  inspection  at  the 
following  meeting. 

Article  11.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.

SEVENTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

SECRETARY 


The  year  1913  with  its  Budget  of  Current  Events  has  gone, 
leaving,  in  its  wake,  certain  prominent  facts  of  interest  to  the 
public,  in  connection  with  work  along  social  lines. 

There  is  but  one  phase  of  these  social  activities,  however, 
the  housing  and  caring  for  certain  of  the  less  fortunate  in  our 
midst,  which,  as  Managers  of  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children, 
we  can  bring  to  the  attention  of  its  patrons  and  friends  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1914. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several  changes  on 
our  Executive  Board  which  can  be  noted  by  referring  to  our 
revised  list  of  names  on  the  fifth  page  of  the  Annual  Report. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Mrs.  Theodore  Nickerson 
as  President,  owing  to  the  unexpected  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  E.  Dawes  as  President  of  the  Nickerson  Home.  This  was 
tendered  and  accepted  on  December  6,  1913.  She  has  served 
the  Home  from  its  earliest  history:  first  as  Teacher,  then  as 
Secretary,  and  lastly,  for  many  years,  as  President.  And  since 
in  all  these  offices  she  has  given  not  only  of  her  best  to  others, 
but  has  created  a  longing  for  the  better,  on  the  part  of  those 
whom  she  has  served,  and,  whereas  we  should  miss  the  in¬ 
spiration  of  her  bright  example,  in  her  withdrawal  from  the 
Nickerson  Home  for  Children:  therefore, 

Resolved : — that  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  this  resigna¬ 
tion  had  to 'be  taken  as  final  by  the  Executive  Board;  yet  we 
shall  always  regard  Mrs.  Sarah  E.  Dawes  as  a  most  efficient 
and  loyal  member,  as  President  emeritus,  of  The  Nickerson 
Home  For  Children. 

It  was  voted  unanimously,  that  these  Resolutions  be  in¬ 
scribed  in  the  Records  of  the  Home  and,  later,  be  published 
in  the  Annual  Report. 

Its  Inmates 

We  have  cared  for  eighty-six  children  in  1913. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home — 
Mrs.  Lola  Holway,  for  her  wise  disbursement  of  the  funds  which 
have  to  pass  through  her  hands,  from  month  to  month;  also  for 
the  motherly  interest  she  shows,  in  the  general  well-being  of  the 
children  committed  to  her  care. 

We  would  here  acknowledge  the  faithful  services  of  Dr. 
David  D.  Brough,  and  Dr.  George  H.  Scott,  as  a  work  of  love 
given  to  the  cause,  as  well  as  those  of  Dr.  James  Patterson  as 
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dentist.  The  children  have  also  been  to  the  Boston  Dispensary, 
and  the  New  England  Hospital,  and  the  doctors  and  nurses  there 
have  attended  to  them.  Dr.  William  A.  Earle  has  been  most 
kind  in  caring  for  the  eyes  of  two  of  our  girls. 

Our  children  have  attended  the  Immanuel  Walnut  Avenue 
Congregational  Church  and  Sunday  School.  The  Supt.,  Mr. 
Charles  M.  Adams,  and  the  teachers  have  been  most  kind  to  our 
children.  The  services  and  entertainments  at  the  Church  have 
been  greatly  enjoyed.  Our  girls  have  spent  many  pleasant 
Saturday  afternoons  at  the  Sunshine  Club  and  our  thanks 
are  due  to  Miss  Ella  M.  Tisdale  the  director  of  the  club  for 
these  happy  times. 

Miss  Isabel  Florence  invited  our  children  to  an  entertain¬ 
ment  given  by  her  pupils  in  Jordan  Hall. 

Donations 

Easter  cards  were  received  from  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron. 

Many  firms  at  Faneuil  Hall  Market  remembered  the 
Home  at  Christmas  and  Thanksgiving  with  donations  of  fruit 
and  vegetables. 

There  were  also  gifts  sent  in  of  a  substantial  nature,  from 
Fergusons’  and  Weston’s  Bakeries  many  times  during  the  year. 

Then  there  were  donations  of  clothing  from  Mr.  T.  E.  Hol- 
way,  Mr.  Thomas  Nickerson,  Mrs.  F.  S.  Pratt,  Mrs.  Arthur 
Cumings,  and  Miss  Myra  Grindell. 

In  addition  to  these  gifts  Benevolent  Societies  of  several 
churches  have  sent  donations  of  clothing,  and  also  money  for 
clothing  or  supplies.  Among  these:— Woman’s  Guild  of  Park 
Avenue  Church,  Arlington  Heights;  Bradshaw  Missionary 
Association,  Arlington;  Ladies’  Benevolent  Society  of  the  First 
Parish,  Hingham;  Woman’s  Home  Missionary  and  Benevolent 
Society,  Newton  Highlands  Congregational  Church;  Bromfield 
Street  Methodist  Church,  Boston;  Primary  Department  of  the 
Congregational  Church,  Littleton,  Mass.,  and  the  Unitarian 
Church,  Winchester. 

In  addition  to  the  above  gifts,  which  were  fully  appreciated 
by  all,  coming  as  they  did  at  a  most  opportune  time;  there  were 
gifts  of  money,  toys,  useful  articles  and  candy,  from  Mrs.  F.  S. 
Pratt,  Mrs.  Theodore  Nickerson,  Mrs.  Edward  H.  Mason, 
Mr.  Howell  F.  Wilson,  Mr.  William  Armstrong,  and  Dr.  George 
H.  Scott. 

The  “Tan  Beta  Sigma  Club’’  dressed  a  doll  for  each  girl. 

The  Faith  and  Hope  Association  sent  a  box  of  toys,  and  the 
Phillips  Church  Sunday  School  sent  a  box  of  toys  and  some  mon¬ 
ey  for  Christmas. 
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The  Lyman  Class  of  the  Congregational  Church,  Fair- 
haven,  sent  a  box  of  toys  for  Yule  Tide. 

There  was  a  Christmas  party  at  the  Unitarian  Church, 
Winchester  for  our  children.  They  had  a  fine  time  and  brought 
home  many  presents. 

Our  children  also  greatly  enjoyed  the  Christmas  entertain¬ 
ment  of  the  church  they  are  now  attending. 

At  our  Annual  Sale  which  was  held  at  the  Home,  December 
6  and  7,  1913  the  children  took  as  lively  an  interest  in  the  gifts 
on  the  trees  as  the  grown-ups,  running  off  in  high  glee  when 
somebody  gave  them  a  mystery  box  to  open.  The  net  proceeds 
from  the  fair  were  $258.53. 

Outings 

On  two  occasions  the  children  went  on  picnics  with  Miss 
Alice  Miller. 

The  children  were  also  invited  to  a  picnic  at  Franklin  Park 
by  Rev.  D.  W.  Waldron. 

The  children  attended  the  Sunday  School  picnic  of  the 
Immanuel  Walnut  Avenue  Congregational  Church. 

One  little  girl  in  poor  health  spent  two  months  with  Mrs.
